3.'It 
is ſaid, that to know bim is Life Eternal; where Believing and 'Knowing 
are words of the ſame fignification. By bis knowledg, hd Righteous 
Servant juſtifie many, Iſa. 53+ 11. That is by Faith, in hin.” where 
Faith is called the evidence of things nbt ſeen, Heb. 11. 1, This Evi- 
dence muſt needs include a knowledg. So then, knowledg, as the 

inni mn may be ſaid to be wrought firſt, and yet- no gift 
precede Faith. $4 

To the ſecond, \why Repent ance is mentioned before Faith? 1 Anſwer 
as before ; that although Repentance go not- before Faith, yet 'hath it 
reference to that ſtate which goes before Faith- But that in nature 
nor time, it doth not go before Faith, I have partly manifeſted before.
